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Skull of an Ape Found in Island of Jersey; 


Resembles One Believed 500,000 Years Old

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LONDON, Feb. 25.—A_ prehistoric 
skull, which is almost entirely without 
forehead, has been found in St. Quen, a 
village in Jersey, by workmen who were 
digging at the rear of a building. It is 
probably that of a female, and may date 
from an earlier period than the famous 
Rhodesian skull found at Broken Sill in 
1921..

Beauty of Throne Is Restored, 


Immediately beyond this table fs the 
famous throne, and none could have be- 
lieved how marvelously, under expert 
treatment, the brilliance of the original 
colors has been restored. 

When first examined the exposed 
fleshy parts of the figures of the King 
and Queen on the back were supposed 
to be carnelian, but it is now seen to 


| bb of semi-opaque glass of a glorious 


deep sang de boeuf red. The Queen’s 
headdress, of the finest inlaying of 
brilliant royal blue, is magnificent. All 
the colors stand out with the same viv- 
idness, and the modeling of the King 
and Queen with the sun above shooting 
down its rays, each ray ending in a 
hand, according to the well-known de- 
sign, is very good. 

[What the correspondent here de- 
scribes is remarkable, and it is almost 
equally remarkable that he does not 
point out its significance.

BRINGS SHARP REPLY 


BY ROCKEPELLER JR. 


League Head Accuses Fosdick 
of Plotting With “Wets,” 
Tammany and Republicans. 


DEFIES WEALTHY GIVERS 


“| Am Guilty, Too,” Says Rocke- 
feller, if Allegations of Con- 
spiracy Are True.

A conspitacy has been formed, backed 
by the liquor tnterests, Tammany and 
“wet’’ Républican machine politicians, 
to influence the legal proceedings now 
pending against him, William H. Ander- 
son, State Superintendent. of the Anti- 
Saloon League, declared yesterday morn- 
ing in an address in Trinity Methodist 
Episcopal Church at Albany, N. Y. 
Alluding to Raymond B. Fosdick, repre- 
sentative of the Rockefellers in their 
benefactions, as a “‘de facto stool 
pigeon,’’ Mr. Anderson said he did not 
intend silently to submit~to being de- 
stroyed by the power of the Rockefeller 
money wielded through a hostile em- 
ploye. 

Mr. Anderson told his hearers that if 
necessary the League would appeal for 
increased subscriptions to make up the 
loss caused by the defection of the 
Rockefeller, in the event it. was impos- 
sible to obtain help from such friends of 
the prohibition cause without having to 
accept the dictation of Mr: Fosdick. 

In a statement sent last night from 
Ormonde’ Beach, Fla., John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. replied to Mr. Anderson, de- 
claring that if Mr. Fosdick were guilty 
he was equally so, for he approved of all 
Mr. Fosdick had dohe. He added that 
he believed all the accounts of the Anti- 
Saloon League should be made public.

In “its ‘Atbantaddtess “Mr. Anderson 
said:

most gigantic and. vicious. conspiracy 
ever framed against a man engaged In 
prohibition work to blacken. him in ad- 
vance of, and to influence the result 
of, formal legal hearing on the merits 
of charges. 

‘“‘While I am the immediate target, 
the assault upon the good faith of 
the League Board, representing the 
churches, the effort of the ‘‘ wets’’ to 
have the League declared a political 
committee, the resolution in the Legis* 
lature to suppress it entirely and the 
effort to repeal ‘dry * ‘enforcement.

BERLIN, Feb. 25.-—There is much 
Speculation in the most serious German 
circles as to what should be done if 
France should actually declare war 
against Germany. Even such a man as 
General von Zwehl, militarist and ultra 
reactionary, answers this question in the 
Kreuz-Zeitung by insisting that ‘‘ such a 
declaration of war must be ignored by 
Germany, who must act as if she never 
heard of it, because it would mean an 
attempt on the part of France to push 
Germany from the ground on which she 
may be able to resist into a direction 
where defeat must be absolutely cer- 


tain."’ 

Privy Councilor Buchner, Secretary 
General of the League of German In- 
dustrials, warned recently in a state- 
ment published throughout Germany : 

‘““No man of sound sense in Germany 
will think of military action that sure- 
ly would lead to the fatherland’s com- 
plete destruction. Our aim must sim- 
ply be to talk te France on a basis of 
equality about a reasonable solution of 
the reparation problem, knowing that 
we must be prepared in all ecircum- 
stances to take upon ourselves very 
heavy economic burdens.” 


Union Labor Not for. War. 


Today Vorwirts answers the question 
in mueh the same manner. The Social- 


ist organ says: 

‘France is already 
war with the defenseless German re- 
public. To take notice of any actual 
declaration of war would mean to legit- 
fmizge it. No matter what the world 
may have against us, it could not long 
stand by and watch a defenseless, peace- 
ful people being slaughtered.

Schwab Proposal Meets Favor. 


BERLIN, Feb. 25 (Associated Press). 
—Official quarters’ here are showing 
more than an informal interest ‘in 
Charles M. Schwab's European trip, 
Although no information has yet reached 


Berlin that the American steel manu- 
facturer will include the Ruhr and 
Berlin in his itinerary, strong hopes are 
cherished that he will decide to look 
over the situation in person, especially 
with reference to the future develop- 
ment of the Rhenish steel industry and 
its significance as concerns American 
competitive markets. 

Mr. Schwab's suggestion, made in Lon- 
don, that a small international com- 
mission be appointed to determine Ger- 
many’s capacity to pay reparations and 
establish a final.sum ag due is viewed 
here as in keeping with the recommen- 
dations advanced by Charles E. Hughes, 
the American Secretary of State, in nis 
New Haven speech. 

Reiteration of German approval cf 
Secretary Hughes's formula was voiced 
today by an official of the Foreign 
Office, who said that Mr. Schwab's plan 
would meet with German endorsement. 
This acquiescence apparently was based 
on the assumption that the investigating 

> commission would also include German 
representatives in case its deliberations 
were ‘participated in .\by BEntente dele- 
gates, 

If, however, the commission were to be 
composed exclusively of neutral experts, 
Germany, it was stated, would abide by 
the verdict rendered by such an im- 
partial tribunal, as the Entente would 
presumably also be deprived of active 
participation and would declare that it 
would accept the findings of the com- 
mission, 

Though Mr. Schwab’s plan is only 
meagrely outlined in press dispatches, 
Government officials profess to recog- 
nize in it a renewal of the Hughes pro- 
gram, which was promptly endorsed by 
German official quarters at the time it 
Was enunciated at New Haven.

‘““We can resist until July, We hope 
between now and then France will have 
capitulated or, under pressure of the 
Anglo-Saxon powers, she will have ac- 
cepted mediation which will work out 
favorably for us.’’ _ 3 

This quotation coincides with the 
French canception ef the policy of the 
German Government—that it recognizes 
its cause as lost i¢ the French and 
Belgians hold out and that it puts its 
hope in intervention. ‘In turn, the basis 
of the French policy is therefore not to 
give in and to refuse intervention. 

The French have believed and now be- 
lieve the Germans will give in before 
July, but if it is necessary to keep the 
for four more months 
there can be little doubt of the French 
ability to do so. There can also be little 
doubt of their intention to do so. 

There is no Httle harsh comment in 
the French press that the British sup- 
ply of coal enables Germany to hold 
out longer, and from this fact they have 
drawn the lesson that if England had 
helped France and Belgium the under- 
taking would have succeeded sooner. 

Side by side with this comment on the 
British refusing to send soldiers into the 
Ruhr by the side of France and Belgium 
one reads the observation that the Brit- 
ish member has nevertheless remained 
by the side of the French and Belgian

MOSCOW, Feb. 24.—A telegram from 
Chita announces that the Viadivostok 
authorities have made the following 
regulations for foreign consulates: 

First—America, Wngland, Germany, 
Italy, Japan, China and Norway may 
keep their resident Consuls. 

Second—Poland, Hsthonia, Latvia, Fin- 
land, Rumania, France, Czechoslovakia 
and Sweden must close their consul- 
ates, but the personnel may remain in 
the city as private individuals. 

Third—Switzerland, - Rumania, Hol- 
land, Spain, Portugal, Denmark and 
Jugoslavia mugt close their consulates 
and the personnel must leave Russia 
within seven days. 

Some of these distinctions are not un- 
connected with the question of men 
holding consular posts in Viadivostok 
and their activities during the Japan- 
ese occupation; but, generally speaking, 
the distinctions are made on these lines: 


(1) leading world powers, (2) minor 
powers which have concluded agree- 
ments with Russia—France being nota- 
excepted from the first class yet 
included in the second; (3) minor pow- 
ers unconnected with Russia. The 
whole classification throws a certain 
light on the foreign policy of the Soviet 
Government.

After six weeks’ absence Berlin looked 
50 per cent. seedier and more depressed 
than before the French Ruhr occupation. 
Everybody was complaining about the 
bad times and high cost of living) in- 
cluding the Americans forced to rentain 
there,” The hotels have boosted room 
prices fof roigners enthusiastically, 
while Berlin has imposed on foreigners 
an 80 per cent. lodging tax against a 
49 per cent. one for Germans and most 
of the foreigners have fled. 

Big hotels are more than hal¢ empty. 
They are discharging their underpaid 
employes just when the hardest period 
of Winter comes and talk of closing up 
whole floors. 

Berlin does not dream any more that 
the Ruhr can resist the French to a 
victorious finish. In striking contrast 
to the. Ruhr’s costly fight Berlin, sit- 
ting. at a safe distance,’ continues to 
issue instructions to the Ruhr to defy 
French orders, and for the rest par- 
ticipates in the struggle chiefly to tke 
extent of eontinuing to boycott French 
wines and give benefit performances for 
the Ruhrites, though the actual destina- 
tion of these relief funds is doubtful. 

The effective blockade of the Ruhr 
has affected Berlim's business very ad-

versely. One acquaintance said to me: 

‘Several of our factories are in the 
Ruhr. We can’t get our goods, and our 
business in consequence is stagnant. The 
prolonged state of uncertainty, with no- 
body knowing just what is going to 
happen, makes it impossible to look or 
plan ahead.” 

Rumors are rife that the Cuno Gov- 
ernment will fali shortly, but it is prac- 
tically certain that the Government will 
stick to its resistance policy and stand 
or fall with the Ruhr. 

There is unrest in East Prussia, Upper 
Silesia and Bavaria. According to credi- 
ble information, East Prussia has learned 
of Polish troop concentrations and fears 
an attack so eatly that junkers with 
estates near the border have refrained 
from ordering seed for Spring sowing, 
have thrown up trenches and sent their 
family heirlooms and transportable val- 
uables to Koenigsberg (East Prussia’s 


fortress capital and seat of a Reichs- 
wehr command). 


Upper Silesian Outbreak Expected. 


Upper Silesia, too, is ripening for 
trouble. German Upper Silesia believes 
the Poles are concentrating troops in 
Polish Upper Silesia based on Katto- 
witz preparatory to a coup. The Ger- 
mans expect to lose Hindenburg and 
Gleiwitz in the first Polish rush but 
the ‘' self-protection’’ formations are 
rallying and will be there, as during 
thé Polish insurrection in May and June, 
1921, only this time the free corps will 
be much better armed, particularly with 
artillery. And there is the Relchswehr 
high command at nearby Breslau. 

In Bavaria the situation is different. 
Bavarians hear and believe that the 
Czechs, too, are concentrating forces 
on the border, but do not take the 
Czechs overseriously.~ Bavaria’s eyes 


are on Berlin and the Ruhr. But there 
are no grounds for belief that the Hit- 
tlerites, Bavarian Fascisti and secret or- 
ganizations will cut loose in the immedi- 
ate future. As the present temper goes 
one of two eventualities will be the sig- 
nal for a Bayarian upheayal, First, if 
the. Cuno Cabinet should fall and be 
succeeded by an §)-Boctalier or Social- 
ist-Communist Cabinet, and, second, if 
the French should undertake to cut off 
South from North Germany.

P. Tecumseh Sherman Warns 
of Giving State Fund Control 
of Compensation Reserve. 


WILL INVOLVE $200,000,000 


Declares Effect Would Be to Create 
Mo8t Powerful Political Ma- 
chine in History, 


The effect of the proposals before the 
Legislature which would give the New 
York State insurance fund the monopoly 
of the Workmen's Compensation Insur- 
anee would be “to create the most 
Powerful and dangerous political ma- 
chine the State has ever known,” said 
P. Tecumseh Sherman, former Commis- 
sioner of Labor for New York State 
and a student of workmen’s compensa- 
tion here and abroad, in a statement | 
yesterday. 

“There would be bound in the man- 
agement of that fund,’’ Mr, Sherman 
continued, ‘the power of patronage 
ever a multitude of jobs, the power to 
x the premium rates for compensation 
insurance in unbridled discretion and 
the power to use or misuse the huge 
reserve funds that would be required 
for insuring the payment of all the 
compensation liabilities in the State. 

‘Phe potential danger lurking in the 

political management of this gigantic 
reserve fund should be enough to Soteat 
these measures if there were not many 
other sound economic reasons for their 
rejection. If the pending bill should 
be enacted the management of the State 
fund would not merely control the as- 
sessment, collection and disbursement of 
the current compensation insurance pre- 
miums in this State (which - would 
amount at the start to somewhere about 
$60,000,000 a year), but would also con- 
trol the ever-growing reserves, Start- 
ing at about $25,000,000 the first year the 
reserve funds would continually increase 
in volume for about fifty years, amount- 
ing probably in ten years (with little 
allowance for growth in business or for 
any enlargement of the scope of the 
compensation law), to about $200,000,000. 
When we consider the fact that political 
changes are occurring constantly, due 
to the fact that elections are held every 
two years in this State, it is not diffi- 
cult to visualize a situation that might 
well border on the chaotic when such 
great trusts are placed in strange hands 
every two years or oftener. 
‘Under the existing order such re- 
serves are distributed among the Siate 
fund, some twenty-six stock companies, 
some twenty mutual campanies and 
quite a number of large self-insuring 
industrial establishments, and are in- 
vested and reinvested by or under the 
direction and eontrol of those respon- 
sible for results in accordance with 
business principles, based upon the eco- 
nomics of the existing soclal order, but 
under these proposed monopolistic fund 
measures these huge funds would be 
taken away from private business and 
concentrated in the hands of a few 
politicians to be invested and reinvested 
as political, influences or expediencies 
might dictate. They might be invested 
or withdrawn: from investment to 
‘bull’ or ‘ bear’ special securities, in 
order to favor or oppress particular 
private interests. They might be in- 
vested in uneconomic socialistic ventures 
to the peril of the industries of the 
State, which would have to make good 
any consequent losses. 

“The political possibilities and dan- 
gers in an irresponsible management of 
these huge funds can be better imagined 
than described.”’ 


AMERICAN NOVELIST 
OUT OF NAPLES JAIL 


N. A. Collier, Held Two Days as 
Bolshevist Propagandist, Has 
\ Arrived in Paris.

PARIS, Feb. 25.—Nelson A. Collier, 
son of William Armistead Collier, a 
former publisher of The Memphis Appeal, 
and brother of Baron G. Collier, a New 
York advertising man, arrived in Parts 
today after two days’. imprisonment in 
Naples, where the Fas¢isti arrested hi: 
on a charge of being a Bolshevist propa- 
gandist. 

Mr. Colller, for a long time associated 
with Upton Sinclair, Emma Goldman 
and other radicals, had proceeded to 
Italy, accompanied by his wife, for a 
intending to ‘finish his 
novel, ‘*‘ The Search.”’ 

“‘T had a book by Trotzky and other 
special articles by Russians to use as 
references,’’ said Mr. Collier. ‘‘ That 
aroused the suspicions of the Italian 
customs authorities an police. The 
officials examined a trunkful of liheral 
literature, called a carabineer, who 
searched me from collar to socks and 
then locked me up, taking also $1,000 in 
travelers’ checks.”’ 

Mrs. Collier sumomned the American 
Consul and cabled to the United States, 
and after forty-eight hours the Naples 
police released her husband. 

‘*The Ameriean Consul advised me to 
take the first train from Italy and leave 
my papers behind me,’’ said Mr. Collier. 


According to a dispatch, from Milan on 
Feb, 4, Nelson A. Collier was arrested 
in Naples on that date because he had 
in his posession two sacks containing 
Bolshevist pamphlets. 


DECLINES EGYPTIAN OFFICE. 


Adly Pasha Unwilling to-Form a 
New Ministry. 


CAIRO, Egypt, Feb. 25.—Adly Yeghen 
Pasha, former Premier, «has informed 
the Liberal Constitutional Council that 
he declines to accept the task of form- 
ing a ministry. 

Among the more important aims Adly 
had in view, if he aecepted the proposal 
to form a new ministry, was to free 
the country from the fetters with which 


the late ministry had tied .it regarding 
the question of the Sudan. Unfortunate- 
ly, he said, he found certain political 
quarters unprepared even to make a 
temporary sacrifice in party differences, 
and therefore he refused to organize a 
new Cabinet. 


A dispatch from Cairo on Feb. 5 said 
the Egyptian Ministry had tendered its 
resignation to King Fuad, but that the 
Kingghad declined to aecept it.

‘* Most Holy Father: The younger sis- 
ter of Terence MacSwiney, who was 
honored with the blessing of your prede- 
cessor on his deathbed in Brixton Pris- 
on, is now éleyen days on a hunger 
strike for the same ecausé. She is re- 
fused the consolation of the sacraments, 
which she had daily, because of unjust 
political partisanship of the Bishops, 
who have refused to follow the example 
of your Holiness. ; 

‘* Grave offense is being caused to sin- 
cere Catholics by the grave injustice 
of the Bishops. I appeal to your Holi- 
ness to insure for my sister the con- 
solations of religion, as she appealed 
for me last November in similar con- 
ditions. The unfair political action of 
the Irish eilererohy is not harming the 
fight for a republic,-but it is fraught 
with grave consequences to the religion 
of the legs educated Catholics, who, in 
resenting injustice, do not distinguish 
between individual Bishops of the 
Church,” 

It is considered likely that if Annie 

MacSwiney is not released, Ma Mac- 
emney will go on a Hunges strike out- 
side the Kilmaihham prison gate. . A 
number of women assembled there to- 
night and offered prayers for Annie 
MacSwiney, whose condition is reported 
to be appreeiably poor. In the after- 
noon a protest meeting was held in the 
centre of the city and was addressed 
by Mary MaecSwiney. Subsequently a 
procession of women bearing placards 
marched through some of the main 
streets to the prison. 
*A great religious demonstration was 
held at Limerick today under the aus- 
pices ef the archconfraternity -of the 
Holy Trinity.

INJUSTIGE TO A MINORITY 


Declares Chargés Against Jews Aré 
Only Prétexts to Jistity 
Préjudices. 


‘ 


The Rev. Dr. Samuel Schulinadn, ip 
‘@ sermon on ‘“‘ Anti-Sémitism the Dis- 
gracé of Christendom * at Temple Béth- 
El féesterday said that Mister Anti- 
Semitism was a relic of tribal, anti- 
pathies; the humiliating proof of the 
thin Veneer of our civilization and the 
leanfiess of our culture and the result of 
racial monopoly; the tyranny of the 
majority. 

“ Ancient Persia, with its autocratic 
tyrefinies, and democratic America, 
with its universal suffrage, aré . cér- 
tainly the most extrenmie opposites that 
can be imagined,” said Dr: Schiiiman. 
“The Jew himself hes assiiniiated the 
varidus civiligations and cultures, of 
which he has been a part. In his soul 
is régistered thé progress of mankind. 
But the chérgés tiade agalhéi hin have 
not ¢hanged. There is nothing new in 
modém anti-Semitism Which in the 
least distinguishes it from the anclent 
article. 

“Phere is nothing subtle or profound 
or strange about anti-Semitism which 
requires any special explanation, nor 
is it an enigma, demanding far-fetched 
analysis. It represents the evil in un- 
regenerate Human nature. It is a thing 
compact of racé+hatred, of mob tyranny 
and of religious bigotry. 

“The essence .of ariti-Semitism con- 
sists in this unholy trihity. It is thé 
tribal antipathy to the man of different 
blood. It is the refusal of the multi- 
tudé to permit 4 minority to dwell with- 
in it and waik the way of its own 
thought, and it is tlie bigéted deifica- 
tion of religious bélief, which locks with 
horrér upon those who dare te dissént 
from it. 

‘‘ Nothing so. completely bétrays the 
hollownesS of our professors and thé 
eant of our convéntional piety as the 
possibility of this phenomenon. That 
the Jew can still be the object of hatred, 
of prejudice and of ostracism is the 
Beverest condtinhation uf our civiliza- 
tion and denotes either the impotence 
or the insincerity of those who profess 
Christianity with their lips and deny jt 
by their deeds. This strangeness is trict 
to be discovered in the persistence of 
anti+Semitism.”’ 

The responsibility for anti-Semitism, 
Dr. Schulman said, must be laid in the 
last analysis tipon the moral leaders 
of the Western world. 

““Whet makes anti-Stmitism 8 hide- 
ous in Christendom,’’ he continued, “is 
that it béliés every moral foundation 
upon which its civilization is supposed 
to rest. Anti-Semitism is Christendom's 
disgrace, because it loudly proclaims its 
moral failure. That after almost 2,000 
years of Christian teaching, which in- 
culcatéd the duty to love the enemy, not 
to spéak of the decency which requires 
us not to hate or oppress but to help 
the inoffensive stranger, the hatred of 
the Jéw should be as rampant &a& it Is, 
is not ohly passing strangé, but is ths 
saddest Commentary upon éither the in- 
efficacy or the incptness of ecclesiastical 
method. 


Blames Moral Leaders.

* All the attempts to explain &nd jus- 
tify anti-Semitism by pointing to the 
faults of the Jew, which hé has tn 
common with other men, fail to reach 
the great paradox of our civilization. 
As long as Christendom tolerates and 
condones or at least weakly decries 
anti-Semitism, it rejects the race from 
which it claims to have obtainéd its sai- 
vation. 

‘It is no wonder, thén, that the West- 
ern world, on. the whole, presents the 
disheartening spectacle of moral impo- 
tence in international relations. We 
need not be astonished that peoples per- 
mit themselves ruthless and savage and 
vindictive policies one to ahother. We 
can undérstand that tribal animosities 
@re rampant. We s6é the feason why 
leagues of nations become delusions in 
so fat as those who would be the 
trustees of peace aré themselves the pro- 
vokers and the feeders of the spirit of 
war. Thet there is so much of cant and 
at the same time political criminality in 
the world is but an illustration of Its 
fundamental incohsisténc¥. 

* Anti-Semitism Is based on a few sim- 
ple premises. The anti-Semite assumes 
an ineoinpatibility bettvecn mén of aif- 
ferent racial origins. Consistenth, car- 
ried out, anti-Semitism would not only 
exterminate Jew and Judatsm, but Would 
make, impossible the existence of great 
States, Which by hecestity are composed 
of mén_of @ifferent bloods.. It furthey- 
more implies that the earth belongs to 
the most powerful race than can d@ppro- 
priate it. It is inhospitable to the man 
whose blood differs from that of the 
first Appropriator of the soil. It is the 
rejection. of the modern conception of 
eltizenship, which is based on human 
rights, , 

‘The second premise of anti-Semitism 
is that the minority has no rights as 
against the majority. Where anti-Semit- 
ism nishifests itsstf in its most brutal 
form the minority is deprived even 6f 
the right to live. 

Charges Only Pretexts. 

‘““The third and last premise of anti- 
Semitism is the assumption that the re- 
ligion and culture of the land must be 
@ unity, based upon the unity of race,

“The charges that are made against 
the JeW are ofily pretexts, belated 
thoughts to justify the prejudiced men- 
tal attitude; for the faults of the Jew 
are trnctnsequential, As compared with 
the crime against right and humanity 
which the whole anil-Semitic position 
implies: The essenc> of the injustice 
against the Jew consists in condemning 
the coinmunity for the shortcomings of 
an individual, and above all, in codh-

‘* AS a niatter of fact, the Jewish com- 
munity in every modern State, is a 
mirrot of the larger commuthity in 
whose midst it dwells.

Joseph E. Davis's much-disciissed 
amendment to the selling race rule will 
be submitted to the stewards of the 
Jockey Club at ‘their March meeting. 
Briefly, the Davis amendment is an 
outgrowth of the general discontent 
Which has arlaéh frei the practice 6f 
facing horsés beléw their feal value in 
élaiming evétits. The Abusés which hévé 
gtowh but of this practice cihnot retelve 
detaited attention héré, but under the 
present rule owners have béen able to 
race a handicap horse {fi @ selling con- 
test and then protect the horse above 
the entered selling price. Under these 
circumstances the opportunities, offered 
for betting coups have sometimes been 
too tenipting to be resisted. The sim 
of the Davis amendment is to eradicate 
this évil, 

Whilé the dpinions of thésé closest t6 
racing aré not wholly in accord With 
Mr. Davis'& proposals, the general senti- 
ment is that some changes will be made 
in the old rule before the 1923 season 
opens in the East.

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A WORLD JURISDICTION. 

It would be easy to find fault with 
the plan of the Administration to make 
the United States a member of the 
Permanent Court of International Jus- 
tice, The project was brought for- 
ward so late in the session of Con- 
gress as to make action by the Senate 
before next Sunday highly doubtful. 
.It will be noticed that the letter of 
Secretary Huoues setting forth the 
program was dated Feb. 17. If the 
President had at once gone to the Sen- |} 
ate with his request for its adhesion, 
‘and not wasted a week in the hopeless 
fight for the Ship Subsidy bill, the 
‘chances of getting what he desires 
‘would be brighter. Both he and Sec- 
retary HuGuHeEs continue to betray, in| 
regard .to the League of Nations, a 
neryous dread. A _ stronger phrase 
might be used. Something like a} 
neurasthenic delusion must obsess the | 
Administration to make it so hyster- 
ically afraid of seeming to countenance 
the League of Nations. Here is an 
international court founded under and 
by the League of Nations. Secretary 
HucHes admits that in no other way 
could it have been established. In 
this he but echoes the judgment of | 
Mr. Roor. Yet he finds it necessary 
to employ all his skill and eee ees | 
dissection to persuade the Senate that 
this country can join the court with- 
out having any “‘ legal relation ’* to 

the League of Nations. 

These and other like criticisms might 
be urged, and the Administration 
might be charged with having swung 
round late and half ashamed to an 
international policy which it had pre- 
viously banned as un-American. But 
why stick in the bark after that fash- 
fon now? We are getting the essen- 
tials, and it would be both ungenerous 
and foolish to boggle over mere mat- 
ters of form. With whatever reluc- 
tance, and no matter to what degree 
forced by events abroad and changing 
opinions at home, the Government has 
at last decided to recognize a world 
jurisdiction over international dis- 
putes and to seek to have this country 
take a due share in its exercise. This 
is the big and gratifying result which 
stands above all party recriminations 
and bickerings about the League of 
Nations. 

Secretary HucHEs mustered a series 
of historical citations to show that 
the United States had long favored a 
court of international justice. He 
might as easily have piled up declara- 
tions by Presidents and by Congress 
—and at least one by himself— 
going to show that this country ar- 
dently desired the formation of a 
League of Nations, But inconsisten- 
cles and shortcomings ought not to be 
dwelt upon at this juncture. The Ad- 
ministration is bowing to the inevi- 
table. It,is taking the first great step 
that counts. For that it ought to be 
praised and aided while waiting for 
the other steps to follow. Of these 
there is a tacit promise in President 
HARDING'S message to the Senate, 
which closed with the assertion that 
our joining the Court of International 
Justice would ‘“‘remind the world 
“anew that we are ready for our 
“*proper part in furthering peace and 
“ adding to stability in world affairs.” 

The Senate ought to give its consent 
before the session ends. There can 
.be no doubt that President Harpinc 
and Secretary HvuGHEs are correct in 
stating that an overwhelming public 
opinion in the United States would

Later the Grand 
Central Post Office must have its own 
annex, and there will have to be a 
building to replace the old General 
Post Office downtown, now declined 
to the subordinate rank of the City 
Hall station. The Brooklyn- Post 
Office, too, is behind the times. An 
appropriation of $1,500,000 to extend 
and reconstruct it the committee 
urges.

Among all the Post Offices In the 
country, New York stands foremost 
in receipts and the volume of its busi- 
ness.

It is estimated that from 12,000,000 
to 16,000,000 letters are handled in 
twenty-four hours by the New York 
Post Office. At Christmas time the 
total may run up to 20,000,000. Par- 
cel-post packages dispatched amount 
to 57,000 a day, newspapers and peri- 
odicals 557,000 pounds. Here are 
some other late annual figures: Money 
orders issued, $49,000,000; money or- 
ders paid, $185,000,000; received and 
disbursed for all purposes, $769,000, - 
000. On a recent day the value of 
stamps sold was $233,749. Of the-use 
made of the New York Post Office 
there is no better illustration than the 
sending out of from 6,000 te 80,000 
lettera a day by the insurance com- 
panies.

RURAL CREDITS. 

The Senate passed two rural cred- 
its bills, and Washington telegrams 
forecast the combination of them into 
a single bill before the House returns 
either to the Senate. The Cabinet is 
divided in its opinions on the pro- 
gram. Banking opinion is united 
against a superfluity of permanent 
banking innovations to meet an emer- 
gency which has mostly passed and 
which unlikely to recur. If the 
Capper bill should pass the House 
alone, at least there would be no harm 
done and the farmers would be suffi- 
ciently relieved. If the Lenroot bill 
were added to the Capper bill, the door 
would be opened for other additions, 
of which many are pending, and the 
result might be that the farmers by 
asking too much would get 
nothing. 

Friends of the Lenroot bill charge 
Secretary MBLLON with inconsistency 
in originally approving and now op- 
posing it. The bill has changed more 
than the Secretary’s opinions. In the 
beginning it was a modest. proposal 
calling for only $1,000,000 for each 
bank. It has grown into a measure 
requiring $60,000,000 of Government 
money, which might become doubled, 
and provides machinery for the issue 
of $1,320,000,000 tax-exempt rural 
credits. The issuance of tax-ex- 
empt securities is objectionable, and 
the provision that the Federal Reserve 
Bank shall rediscount the paper of 
what may be called a rival competitive 
system is-at least superfluous. . Since 
there is general agreement that com- 
mercial and agricultural credits dif- 
fer, and since the farmers sre asking

It is not to be forgotten that the Cap- 
per bill extends the life of the War 
Finance Corporation, and its existence 
relieves the situation from urgency of 
action on a plea of emergency, The 
corporation has wide experience in 
knowing what farmera really need, 
and is known not to approve what 
many farmers think they want. The 
extension of the corporation’s life 
and powers serves the useful purpose 
of providing an interval within which 
the farm bills may be considered in 
orderly course, and all be given the 
farmers that they can fairly ask. 

The truth is that no system of 
cred? will remedy troubles not caused 
by lack of credit. The farmers reject 
assurances of highest authority, and 
the record of the facts, that credit was 
given them in excess until after the 
markets for all commodities collapsed. 
No power of law can restore to the 
farmers the price levels which were 
caused and sustained by expenditures 
of tax moneys raised in all lands, and 
combined into a flood which caused 
the farmers’ forgotten profits. The 
farmers forget that their crop values 
rose from six billions in the first war 
year to fifteen billions in 1919, The 
fall this year to nine billions is dizzy- 
ing, and yet leaves the farmers with 
a larger share of war profits than 
some other industries retain. 

The farmers suffer further from the 
fact that the buying power of their 
crops was lessened by the irregular 
rise and fall of the price levels of 
what the farmers buy. The regulation 
of price levels is not a function of 
banks and credit machinery. It is 
easier to sympathize with the farmers 
than to agree with their demands for 
the wrong medicine.

WHAT IS A SCHOOL FOR? 


Phis is the question at the very 
heart of the annual report of ‘the 
Carnegie Foundation for the Advance- 
ment of Teaching, though it has to do 
with a score and more subjects, from 
teachers’ pensions to text-books. It 
is the fundamental question in educa- 
tion, and the Superintendents assem- 
bled today in their great national 
meeting in Cleveland, Ohio, could not 
spend their three days cf conference 
to better advantage than in framing 
an answer to it. Once a definition of 
** what the school is for ” were agreed 
to, it would then be possible to make 
more precise courses of study, to esti- 
mate more closely what cught to be 
spent for schools and to determine 
what are the best things to do for 
the advancement of teaching. We 
give immeasurable time to making 
and remaking and unmaking budgets. 
It would be better if the public, as 
well as those inside the profession, 
were to give more attention to the 
fundamental conception under which 
the schools are to be operated. ‘ No 
budget system can deal with the prob- 
lem that does not start with a clear 
view of what the school system can 
and ought to do. 

Dr. Henry S. Pritcuerr, the Presi- 
dent of the Carnegie Foundation, does 
not answer his own question, but, like 
the Alpine boy of whom he tells, 
points the way to the answer. ‘ I do 
not know," said the boy, where 
‘* Kandersteg is, but there is the road 
** to it.””,. And Dr. Prirrcuetr indicates 
the true function of the school in 
these sentences: 


By whatever road a child or youth 
seeks education, he will find it only 
by the path which leads through sin- 
cerity and thoroughness. To master 
something well.is the beginning of 
education. To know the English lan- 
guage well, to read it, to speak it 
with precision and discrimination, to 
have acquired the taste for good 
books, constitutes a wiser background 
of knowledge for any American boy 
or girl than all ‘the miscellaneous 
scraps of information that he can 
gather touching many fields of art 
and science and lterature. 


We have enriched our school cur- 
riculum, but in so doftng we have 
encouraged ‘“ superficiality,” coupled 
with tremendously rising cost. So

If New York City had

cold, though just across the river there 
was enough coal to meet immediate 
needs. But there was ‘ice in the 
river,”’ and that was sufficient to bring 
almost to an end the one form of 
freight transportation from New Jersey 
which the metropolis has deemed it 
necessary to invent. The ice was in no 
great quantity, and !t was broken stuff, 
drifted about by the wind and tide, but 
to our tugs it presented obstacles almost 
insuperable, and through the frail sides 
of our barges it cut such big holes that 
several of them sank, with the loss of 
no few hundred tons of the much- 
needed fuel. 

Nobody seems to have thought it pos- 
sible to move coal in any except the 
accustomed way—nobody in authority, 
that Is. One reckless innovator did sug- 
gest that coal cars might be hauled 
through the Pennsylvania tunnel, 
this suggestion, it is reported, ‘‘ met 
with an unfriendly reception ’’ from the 
railway officials to whom it was made. 
Yet the thing was done to relieve an- 
other fuel scarcity, while the war was 
on, and reasons why it could not have 
been done again are not obvious. Brook- 
lyn’s woes, at least, thus could hare 
been mitigated, and it was Brooklyn 
that shivered most. And not 80 many 
miles up the river there fs a railway 
bridge where coal cars are familiar 
spectacles; but as it is not customary 
for New York City’s coal to take that 
route, even an emergency did not lead 
to its utilization,

‘Buffalo Bill.’’ There 
are to be varied exercises at Cody, the 
town founded by and naméd after him— 
the town still in no small measure de- 
pendent for its prosperity on his big 
irrigation ditch and the Shoshone Dam, 
started by him, the highest in the world 
and just at the eastern end of the Yel- 
lowstone Park. 

The State appropriated funds for a 
memorial statue of the Colonel, and the 
commission for making it was given to 
Mrs. Harry Parnes WHITNEY. How she 
carried it out is known here by the 
plaster cast recently exhibited to admir- 
ing New Yorkers. lt is reported from 
Wyoming that some critics there find 
fault with the horse as one of an East- 
ern rather than a Western type, but 
that seems to be a small excuse for 
complaint, as the Colonel in his day 
rode horses of all sorts. 

The statue shows the young scout 
mounted high on a butte of red Sho- 
shone granite, and below are to be 
caves or rooms, in which will be dis- 
played a scouting and pioneering collec- 
tion which it is hoped will be the most 
nearly complete in the world. Addi- 
tions to it are ‘requested from the 
friends of Buffalo Bill, wherever they 
may be, Land near the statue will be 
given as camping sites to Boy Scouts 
and Camp Fire Girls, just where Indian 
villages once stood. 

Of course, money is needed for carry- 
ing out the plans of the committee in 
charge of the memorial park, and it is 
proposed that contributions be made in 
buffalo nickels, so that everybody— 
boys and girls, as well as adults—can 
share in paying honor to a man whose 
career was thoroughly American as well 
as full of the picturesque. 

Archacologists have 
been prompt to take 
advantage of the in- 
terest in such work as 
theirs which has been 
aroused by the discovery of TUT-ANKH- 
AMEN’s tomb and treasure. Most of the 
tribe are better supplied with learning 
than with wealth, and the uncovering 
of ancient cities and civilizations, al- 
ways an expensive form of activity, 
costs much more now than it did/in 
the happy days before the Germans 
went mad. 

Not all archaeologists have the tal- 
ent for money-making that was pos- 
sessed by HENRY SCHLIEMANN. He, hav- 
ing decided when a boy that Homer 
was a historian as well as a poet, went 
to Russia and made a fortune to be 
spent in proving that Troy was not 
@ mere product of imagination, even 
though the. story of its destruction in- 
cluded elements hardly to be accepted 
as veracious. He found, deep buried 
under the remains of other cities, one 
that well enough might’ have been 
Pram’s, and, whether it was or not, 
satisfied that most determined of dig- 
gers. 

His method of research Was an ¢x- 
cellent one, but it is not open to all, 
any more than is SCHLIEMANN’s ability 
to learn any language in a few months, 
and as a rile archaeologists must jJook 
to others for funds. For some time 
to come money will be obtainable by 
them with more than usual ease—or 
with less than usual difficulty—just 
{because Lord CARNARVON'S amazing 
achievement arouses hope of others like 


it, at least in importance.

Sabotage in the Ruhr. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In discussing the Ruhr conditions there are 
several factors that are in general ignored. 
The strike in this region is being talked of 
just as if it were an ordinary strike under 
normal conditions. If France holds out, the 
conditions are vastly different from the 
ordinary strike. In this case eVery act of 
sabotage injures France, say, 10 per cent. 
and injures the Ruhr 90 per cent. It is not 
here a case where the strikers can fall back 
on their friends in other callings and get 
support, but they are fighting nature itself, 
and “in « very short time they will have to 
do one of three things: Work, starve or 
leave the country. 

Every act of damage to railways, telegraph 
lines or any other utility is extrernely short- 
sighted policy, because they are damaging 
themselves almost wholly in the long run. 


The sooner that these conditions are realized 

and the less damage done now the quicker 

will. the workmen and property owners get 

back on their feet again. Cutting off your 

nose to spite your face on your own land is 

the poorest of policies. .

Sunshine Playground for Bables 
Also Part of Proposed Unit. 
The recording of deeda transferring 
lots on Thirty-eighth and Thirty-ninth 
Streets, between Ninth and Tenth Ave- 
nues, to the Children’s Aid Society, has 
brought to Nght the ‘extensive plans 
made by the organization to erect a 
neighborhood community unit in Hell's 
Kitchen district. The lots are 407 to 
415, inclusive, on West Thirty-eighth 
Street and 416 and 418 on West Thirty- 

ninth Street. ~ 

According to Charles Loring Brace, 
Secretary of the society, the new centre 
will provide recreational and social fa- 
cilities for the entire neighborhood, on 2 
more comprehensive scale than is known 
to exist elsewhere in New York. A 
boys’ clubhouse will be erected as an 
annex to the West Side School Centre 
on Thirty-eighth Street, maintained for 
fifty years by the society for handi- 
capped children Iiving in this part of 
the city. ‘ 

Adjacent to the school and the club- 
house two playgrounds will be estab- 
lished, one for boys of school age and 
the other a sunshine playground for 
babies and children not yet old enough 
for school. The sunshine playground 
will include provision for the mothers 
of the babies who wish to sew and read 
within sight of their children, A nurse 
will have the babies in charge and medi- 
cal attention will be given those who 
need it. Within the clubhouse itself 
the big assembly hall will serve the 
adults of the neighborhood as well as 
the boys. Here mothers’ meetings, 
ances, concerts, lectures and ‘every sort 
of gathering will be held, Clubhouse 
and land together will cost - about 
$300,000. 

Five hundred boys on a daily average 
will be cared for in the individual club- 
rooms and the big gymnasium. Ar- 
rangements are being made te begin 
construction soon. Physical directors 
will have charge. of all.games ana or- 
ganized play, and the boys’ playground 
will be kept open and lighted at night 
for basketball and other games. 

‘* Building this clubhouse for the boys 
of Hell's Kitchen neighborhood," said 
Mr. Brace, ‘‘is a definite step in our 
campaign for the boys of this city which 
we have long waged. Only one boy in 
twenty in New York has the opportunity 
to spend his spare time in connection 
with a boys’ program. We hope to 
stimulate business men’s organizations 
to build clubs of the kind “the West 
Side Boys’ Clubhouse will be, for the 


society can not hope to_ reach even a 
small proportion of New York's boys. 
This project of a boys’ clubhouse and 
communit unit was mad possible 
through gifts from bequests to the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society of the Mrs. Samuel

mittee of the West Side School, of which 
Miss Pauline Robinson is President. 


FOR ALIEN PROPERTY BILL. 


Custodian Miller Urges Restoration 
of Holdings Now In Hand.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—An effort 
will be made by Republican leaders to 
force the passage in the Senate of the 
Administration's Alien Property bill re- 
storing to aliens property up to $10,000, 
confiscated during the war.

will not be confiscated, but is, in effect, 
a re-enactment of the policy adopted in 
the Knox-Porter eace resolution of 
holding the remainder of the property as 
a guarantee for the final settlement of 
American claims. The passage of the 
bill also indicates the approval by the 
lower house of President Harding's pol- 
fey with regard to Rear eens claimants 
ainst our late enemies.

Mahler's setting seems now, as it did a 
year ago, a compgun’ of a few beauti- 
ful ideas of r musical value and 
many not beautiful, and some exceed- 
ingly dull, united and developed some- 
times at intolerable len th, sometimes 
with harsh and laboriously ‘sought har- 
monies, with many ingenuities of or- 
chestration, all seeking for an expression 
of the moods contained in the poems. 
Mahler the ‘‘eclectic’’ fs aa clearly a 
vealed in ‘‘ Das Lied von der Erde ’”’ 
in his symphonies. There the use at 
times of a naif cast of melody, later to 
be tortured in involved harmony, In 
one or two of the poems, ‘‘ Von der 
Jagend’’ and ‘Von der Schinheit,’ 
there is possibly a sugmestion of the 
Chinese pentatonic scale; but it is 
scarcely more than a suggestion. The 
more interesting portions come at the 
beginning: the tenor song that begins 
the work; the orchestral introduction of 
the following contralto solo which is 
full of the mood represented; same of 
“Von der Jugend.’’ The latter half 
progresses rapidly toward dullness and 
a@ certain iy riousness that reached its 
height in ¢ last song for' contralto. 
Here the bnsiramentetien seems at times 
very far fetched, and the long orches- 
tral interlude between the two sections 
of the poem singularly kollow and 
coarse in its quality. The effect of the 
composition as:a whole is monotonous, 
and before the end is reached tedious, 
notwithstanding certain arresting pas- 
sages. 

e vocal parts were admirably sung 
by Mme. Cahier and generally well by 
Mr. Urlus. Her diction was excellent; 

is was apt to be somewhat at fault. 
He made skillful use of head tones at 
certain points. The music often presents 
great difficulties to both artists by its 
awkward and unvocal character; and 
much skill was implied in the success 
which they both made. The orchestral 
part has coresponding dificulties and 
complications. It was admirably layed 
under Mr. -Bodanzky, who con ucted 
with great zeal and devotion. 

At the beginning the orchestra played 
the funeral music from Mozart's ‘‘ Magic 


Flute ’ quite beautifully, as a memorial 
for Frances Rumsey, & member of the 
society's governing body.

Report of Carnegie Foundation 
Says Free Education May 
End in This Country. 


COST A BILLION IN 1920 


Whole System of Training Is 
Called Superficial and a 
Change Is Suggested. 


PUPILS GET, SMATTERING 


Vocational Teaching, Except. In 


Special Institutions, Is Termed 
a Farce. 


The cost of modern education is bé- 

coming so great, the burden on the 
taxpayer is so heavy, that unlegs some 
, way is found’ to meet the problems, 
there will be an eventual curtailment 
of education and free public education 
will be endangered, according to the 
report of the Carnegie Foundation for 
the. Advancement of Teaching, made 
public yesterday. Much of this burden 
is due to the fact that the conception 
of what schools are for has changed, 
and there is an attempt to teach the 
child a. little bit of everything and fit 
him for a trade or profession, rather 
than give him a fundamental fhtellec- 
tual background. 

“The present-day system of education 
hes reached its enormous expense, not 
wholly by reason of its efficiency, but 
partly by reason of its superficiality,’’ 
says the report. Many of these forms 
of ‘training, particutarly vocational 
training, are called educational farces, 
which should be confined to trade 
echools, of which there is a great lack. 


Many of the business and other courses 
in colleges are delusive, for their sub- 
jects cannot be taught in an academic 
way. Only by separating fundamental 
training from specialized training can 
this superficiality and expense be done 
awey with, it is stated. 

The cost of public schools increased 
from $140,000,000 in 1890 to $1,000,000,000 
in 1920, the report shows, and the cost 
of salaries of teachers has increased 
from $96,000,000 to $436,000,000. Enrol- 
ment in the public elementary schools 
has increased from 13,000,000 to 22,000,- 
000 in that period, while the enrolment 
in high schools has increased from 200,- 
000 to 2,000,000. , National income and 
taxation have also increased prodigi- 
ously in that tiie. 


Attendance Grows Fast. 


“The outstanding facts seem to be 
these,"’ the report says. ‘‘ While the 
population has increased between 1890 


énd 1920 by about two-thirds, the 
growth in the number of pupils attend- 
ing the elementary schools increased 
approximately in the same proportion, 
but the attendance upon the high schools 
and the colleges grew at a rate many 
times faster than that of population; 
and that, while the national income has 
also grown notably in these thirty years, 
the. burden laid upon the people of the 
country has enormously increased. 

“The simple fact is that municipali- 
ties and States are finding the rising 
cost of their educational budget a most 
difficult and serious problem. The 
question how to finance the public sys- 
tem of education in the face of the other 
great demands made upon these com- 
munities and States has become today 
an acute question. There can be no 
doubt that there is needed for its solu- 
tion a st@tesmanlixe consideration, both 
of the educational needs and possibili- 
ties and of the financial difficulties and 
burdens. 

"The systems of public. education— 
both tax-supported institutions and in- 
stitutions dependent upon tuition and 
endowment—are facing a problem of 
financing for which the money can be 
had only if it can be shown that the re- 
turn which the public is to get from its 
echool system justifies the expenditure. 
Hitherto the peoplé of the United States 
have accepted their. school system as an 
fntegral necessary part of the democratic 
program. They still believe in educa- 
tion, perhaps as fervently as ever. They 
are becoming, however, somewhat crit- 
ical as to whether the system of educa- 
tion for which they are paying is justify- 
ing itself in the results which it brings 
forth, and as to whether the kind of edu- 
eation which our institutions are advo- 
eating makes for effectiveness, for intel- 
Neent. citizenship and for independent 
character to the extent that it has 
been assumed in the past that it did,’ 

The cost of public service, of which 
education is a part, has risen all over 
the world in the last century, due to 
increased population, increased wealth 
and a higher standard of living, the re- 
port shows. The war accentuated the 
problem. 

Men Are Producing Less. 

“The world finds itself today facing 
a situation in which there is a:highly 
atimulated demand for the comforts and 
the luxuries of life, while at the same 
time there is, on the whole, 4 diminished 
production by the individual worker, 
and over a large part of the most highly 
cultivated and industrial regions of the 
world bitterness and strife have dis- 
placed the ordinary processes of peaceful 
industry. 

“ All these causes have tended to ae 

s e cost of every form of public 
crease the. veroment is more expensive 
than it was a decade ago in al — 
tries, and the support of government the 
gorbe an ever increasing share of the 


ductive energy of each individual. 
Phat form of ahs service which has 


do with education has shared in this 
Se ocamepert. In some respects it has ad- 
vanced more rapidly than other divisions 

vublic service.”’ 
ofthe cost of schools cannot be indefi- 
nitely increased, and education must 
reckon with economic necessity, it is 
shown. Some of the causes for this In- 
crease are grouped in two classes. In 
the first are: 

“The increase in population and the 
resulting increase in the number of pu- 
pils. 

‘* The 
buildings and 
modern schools. 

‘The rise in the scale of teachers’ 
salaries. 

**In the second group, no less influ- 
ential in bringing about the present day 
cost of education, may be placed those 
causes which rise out of the educational 
theories and strivings of our day, and 
which indicate a new conception of what 
the school ought to be and what it can 
accomplish for society. Among these 
actors the most important are the fol- 
owing: 

“The widespread notion that formal 
education is not only the one way to 
advancement, but that it is also the 
panacea for all social and _ political 
disorders.

ASKS WHAT IS STANDARD 


Goldstein Seeks to Have Literature 
Considered With Films at 
Albany Hearing. 


Strenuous opposition will be made at 
Albany to the efforts of Supreme Court 
Justice Ford’s committee to strengtaen 
the laws against the publication of 
books which they regard as immoral, 
‘according to Jonah J. Goldstein of 366 
Broadway, who conducted the defense 
of ‘Women in Love” and other books 
condemned by Justice Ford. ‘ 

An effort will be made,-Mr. Goldstein 
said, to bring up for simultaneous con- 
sideration the question of literary law 
and of film censorship, There is to be 
a public hearing on the film censorship 
before an Assembly committee at Al- 
bany on Tuesday after next. The ques- 
tion of censoring or prosecuting objec- 
tionable drama may be included among 
the subjects raised at Albany by Justice 
Ford’s committee, but it was said last 
night that that organization would vrob- 
ably decide to confine itself strictly ,to 
printed matter. 

“The proposed amendment to the 
law would not strengthen the law, but 
would make it weaker,’’ said Mr. Gold- 
stein. ‘‘ The draft submitted to Justice 
Ford’s committee would make it entirely 
a_matter of opinion whether a piece of 
printed matter was moral or immoral. 
A jury or judges would have to decide 
as'a matter of taste whether a given 
passage was decent or not and punish 
accordingly. Justice Ford and men 
who feel as he does would punish in 
the case of ‘‘ Women in Love,”’ for in- 
stance, while Grand Jurymen and other 
judges would not punish. The defendant 
would have no standard whatever to 
conform to, and his guilt or innocence 
would have to be measured by indi- 
vidual opinions which vary .as widely 
as the poles. 


Sees Little Chance to Fetter Novelists. 


‘‘The only way that standards can 
be created in this matter is by censor- 
ship, and that is what these would-be 
regulators of literature are really aim- 
To be effective at all their 
would have to provide for 
some sort of censorship. The present 
Legislature will be asked in effect to 
set up a censor for: literature on the 
one hand and to overthrow the cen- 
sorship of literature on tlte other hand. 
I do not believe that there is any 


chance at all of enacting the proposed 
law, or any other which ‘is .intended to 
put fetters on novelists or dramatists.”’ 

Justice Ford said yesterday that the 
eXact province of the work of his com- 
mittee had not been outlined, but that 
he thought the proper thing was to do 
one thing at a time and to deal with 
the book question only.

If this be granted, a school offering 
its pupils four studies, to be pursued 
resolutely and vigorously during the 
terms of years that a pupil spends in 
it, would afford one conception of the 
function of the school and the method 
by which that function would be per- 
formed. d 

‘*In contrast with this notion 
has arisen another theory of education: 
that the child must know. something 
of a great number of things: that are 
going on in the world. He’ must be 
aah something of art, something of 
science, something of literature, some- 
thing .of political economy, 
of every form of knowledge in 
the modern world interests itself. 

‘(The first conception makes for sin- 
cerity, for thoroughness and for intel- 
lectual vigor. The second, only too 
often, in the endeavor to give the child 
some grasp of all knowledge, gives him 
only the. most superficial smattering. 
and instead of quickening his powers of 
reason, tends to-give him the impres- 
sion that he can solve the problems of 
his own life and of his own country by 
the same superficial processes that he 
has learned in ahe school, 

‘““The courses offered in high school 
on retail selling and advertising under- 
take to cover the economics of produc- 
tion and of retail trade; the labor ae 
tion, the technical management of re- 
tail business and the psychology of 
the methods by which a customer can 
be approached. The courses are given 
in a rge proportion of cases to stu- 
dents who cannot write good idiomatic 
English. As a matter of technical train- 
ing, itis certainly to be doubted whether 
this should go in the high school. As 
a matter of cultural education it may 
well be doubted whether adverti-tng is 
a field in which the American bo} needs 
stimulation.”’ 


Pupils Are Deluded. 


The question of technical and profes- 
sional training should be a separate and 
distinct problem from that of generai 
education, the report says, and should 
be solved in real schools, not imita- 
tions. Colleges vie with each other in 


the same way as the high schools, it is 
pointed out, and courses in business ad- 
ministration are cited, courses which are 
delusive because they do not and can- 
not teach practical’ business adminis- 
tration. ‘ 

The report also deals at some length 
with the increases in college salaries, 
which represent ‘the most extraor- 
dinary rise in the compensation ‘of col- 
lege professors, and perhaps in the com- 
pensation of any professional group, 
which has even been known. In the 
larger institutions assoctated with the 
foundation the median salary has risen 
40 per. cent. at Cornell, 60 per cent. at 
Columbia, Yale and Harvard, and 80 per 
cent. In colleges like Wesleyan and Wil- 
Hams. Typical increases are from $1,400 
to $2,000, from. $4,000 to $5,000, and in 
the- larger institutions from $6,000 to

Quasimodo’s Occupation at the 
Famous Paris Cathedral Will 
Soon Be Gone.

PARIS, Feb. 25.—The successors of 
Quasimodo, the bellringer of Notre 
Dame, will give way next month before 
twentieth century mechanical efficiency. 
The bells, which stir in all readers of 
Victor Hugo visions of the dwarf 
swinging madly through the air on. the 
end of their, ropes, will be prosaically 
rung by an electric motor. 

Already work has started for harness- 
ing the first bell and a tryout will take 
place in a fortnight.

“ After careful inquiry I find that in 
at least 107 towns and 13 cities of the 
Commonwealth the statutory require- 
ments as to bipartisan appointments of 
certain election officers were fifgrantly 
violated,”’ the statement. sets forth. ae 
all these cities and towns the Election 
Boards were overloaded with Repub- 
licans, and in many cases. representa- 
tion to the other leading political party 
was entirely denied.’’ 

Wholesale violations of the law requir- 
ing the sealing of ballots were made, 
the statement said, adding that an in- 

uiry had shown that in the City of 

ioston there was a 100 per cent. viola- 
tion of this law and similar substan- 
tial violations in other cities, 

“The recount of the vote cast fn this 
election could not and did not cure the 
violation of the Mandatory Election 
law,"’ the statement set forth. 

It was declared that the violations of 
the law were not confined to either the 
Republican or the Democratic Party, 
but were equally flagrant in both “ to 
such an extent as renders it impossible 
to fairly determine the legally declared 
choice of the people, particularly in the 
matter of candidates for United States 
Senator.”

PROTEST ON TREATY 


Chairman Gerard of American 
Committee for Independence 
Warns Secretary Hughes. 


FIGHT TURKISH AGREEMENT 


Ratification of Proposed Treaty WII 
Be Opposed—Cail for Redemp- 
tion of Our Pledges. 


The American Committee for the In- 
dependence of Armenia, 1 Madison Ave- 
nue, yesterday served notice upon Sec- 
retary of State Hughes that if the Ad- 
ministration carried out its plan to ne- 
gotiate a treaty of commerce and xmity 


with Turkey the committee would fight 
ratification of the pact. The warning 
was in a letter by former Ambassador 
James W. Gerard, Chairman of the Kx- 
ecutive Committee, who also issued a 
statement to supplement his letter. 

‘‘ That a resumption of relations by us 
with Turkey would not enable us to 
exert any helpful influence upon her in 
behalf of the Christians is proved,’’ maid 
Mr. Gerard in his letter, “‘ by the fact 
that it was during 1915-1916 when we 
still had our diplomatic and consular 
representatives in Turkey, that the 
Turks slaughtered 800.000 Armenians. It 
ie evident, therefore, mat the announced 
intention of the Administration to re- 
sume relations with Tutkey must be 
solely due to a desire to promote Amer- 
ican material interests. 

*‘In the light of the foregoing facts it 
is manifest that the cardinal point at 
issue between America and Turkey is 
one of moral principle and the redemp- 
tion of our pledges to Armenia is of the 
very essence of the case. Therefore, a 
resumption of relations with Turkey, 
without a ovision for justice to Ar- 
menia, would run counter to our tradl- 
tion for fair dealing in international af- 
fairs and disappoint the hopes of our 
people. 

“A sername of relations by us with 
Turkey, without havi performed our 
duty to Armenia, would constitute an 
act of approval of the barbarities which 
the Turks have perpetrated and are now 
perpetrating upon the Christians, and 
would encourage them to continue their 
pastime of murder and rapine. It is dif- 
ficult to believe that the Senate would 
ratify a treaty of commerce and umity 
with Turkey which did not provice for 
the fulfilment of our commitments and 
obligations of honor to Armenia.” 


“VETERAN’S” TALE FALSE. 


Prisoner Who Stole Bread and Im- 
posed on Court to Be Rearrested. 


Frank Seletski, who was paroled in 
Yonkers City Court after he had told 
a hard luck story of stealing eight 
loaves of bread because his wife and

Judge 
Morris L. Rosenwasser ordered him re- 
arrested. 

Seletski won leniency in court from 
the Judge and sympathy from Morris 
Webber, owner of the bread, when he 
testified that he was a wounded World | 
War veteran. The baker told him he 
could keep the bread. 

Preston B. Chapman, agent of the 
Children’s Society, who was ordered to 
investigate the plight of the wife and 
starving child, reported thet Seletski did 
not live at 50 Clinton Street, Yonkers, | 
the address he gave, and that he had/| 
no wife or child.

The status of women taxpayers under}

Mr. McAneny said there were three 
main points in the transit problem, the 
necessity for building more subways 
their unification with existing lines anc 
to get the money. The only way to get 
the money, he said, was by releasing 
from the debt limit the money already 
invested by making that investment 
self-supporting. . 

Asked if the commission was to con- 
tinue, he replied with a smile that he 
would -prefer to have some one else 
answer that question.

In the modern intricacies of the for- 
eign exchange market cause and ef- 
fect are always difficult to trace.

BERLIN, Feb. 25.—The new gold loan 
projected by the German. Government 
is to be in the form of three-year bearer 
Treasury bills with 6 per cent, inter- 
est. The total amount will be 200,- 
000,000 gold marks. Subscriptions aré 
to be accepted only in high exchange 


foreign currencies, which will be taken 
at their current gold value. A _ cer- 
tafn amount of foreign subscribing is 
éxpectéd, in view of the fact that the 
interest rate is much higher than the 
English discount rate. 

The Cuno Ministry's belated decision 
to raise this home gold loan has 
strengthened optimism in the Berlin 
market as to the mark's position. Ber- 
lin newspapers report that the Reichs- 
bank has resolved to intervene against 
any future panic selling of the mark 
and that it is in a position so to do. 
Bankers nevertheless, hold that success 
in the undertaking will. depend upon 
the result of the loan itself; for the 
Reichabank is determiined not to sat- 
rifice any part of its own gold re- 
serve, and its hdlding of foreign cur- 
rencies is not sufficient to withstand 
any general international selling of the 
mark which might begin if the political 
situation were to grow worse. 

Mark’s Pesition Considered Favorable. 

Meantime, howéver, the exchange posl- 
tion is considered fairly favorable. 
Owing to the cessation of cash pay- 
ments on veparations account, exchange 
bills delivered in payment for exports 
from Germany have accumulatéd. At 
the same time the Government's actual 
position is improved through the stop- 
page of mark payments to German pro- 
ducers in. cempensation for reparations 
delivezieés in kind. 

The Reichsbank holds that Germany 
can continue importing Américan food- 
stuffs, copper and cotton, and at the 
same time can pay for the necessarily 
increaséd imports of English coal and 
Czech and Austrian iron. 


Lean Policy Criticised. 


Export circles, however, are displeased 
with the method of intervention. They 
hold that the Reichsbank ought to have 
used its reserve of foreign exchange 
merely to prevent a further fall in thé 


mark or, at most, for a very moderate 
enhancement of mark values. The 


Frankfurter Zeitung criticises sharply 
the méthods adopted; it describes them 
as calculated to produce one more revo- 
lution in German values, with resulting 
injury to trade. 

The home loan and intervention policy, 
however, is regarded primadly as a 
move in thé strugglé with France. The 
main use of the gold loan will be to 
provide exchange funds. The decision 
on the loan was hastened by the striking 
success of the local ‘‘ Wertbestaendig ”’ 
loans in kind. The first emission of_a 
loan by Saxony in ‘‘ coal units’’ was 
‘oversubscribed twelvefold eight hours 
after its issue.

French Comment on Germany’s

PARIS, Feb. 25.—The Bourse, which 
had been fairly booming a week ago, 
underwent distinct reaction toward the 
beginning of last week., This caused no 
surprise to experienced financial ob- 
servers, because the buyers of stocks 
had become heavily engaged and specu- 
lation for the rise had been based solely 
on the depreciation of the franc. 

Speculative -frequenters of the Bourse 
had thought that the fall in the franc 
would continue with a rush. They were 
disconcerted, therefore, to find on the 
contrary that foreign exchanges weak- 
ened here last week. As a consequence 
certain buyers made haste to get rid of 
their cOmmitments. 

The Frano’s Recovers. 

As for the improvement in the franc 
which occurred last »week, this had no 
othér cause than a ¢ha@mige in the gen- 
éral impression of the French situation, 
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extravagantly pessimistic. The majority 
obtained by Bonar Law in the House of 
Commons, and the statements he subse- 
quently issued, show that in any case 
England will leave France free to fol- 
low out the Ruhr enterprfse to the end. 
There is ho change in the attitude of 
the markets or of the people at large 
concerning the Ruhr situation. Convic- 
tion is still unanimous that on the day 
when Germany loses hope of outside 
intervention in her favor she will un- 
dertake t@ negotiate directly for a set- 
tlement. Considerable point was made 
last week of the Tact that what Ger- 
many is doing now to strengthen her 
resistance against payment of her rep- 
arations obligations to France is the 
putting out of the new gold loan. But 
this, it is argued, could quite as well 
have’ been done beforehand with a view 
to maintaining reparations payments, if 
Germany had wished to maintain them. 
The Speculators and Foreign Exchange. 
At the close of the week, the foreign 
exchange market, although quieter, was 
again unsteady. It is quite impossible 
to give any detailed explanation of the 
daily variations in the exchange rates, 
which are in fact wholly engineered by 
speculators. Conservative ffhancial cir- 
cles agree that the behavior of the 
frane for some time to come will depend 
chiefly on the opinion held abroad con- 
cerning France’s économic situation. 
As to this, there Is no doubt that the 
iron and steel trades are suffering 
somewhat from shortage of coal, since 
deliveries from the Ruhr cannot return 
to their former level, much less exceed 
it, until the organization of its indus- 
try, tendered necessary by Germany's 
resistance, is in full working order. 
That. will naturally take some consid- 
erable time. Until then, the recovery 
in the French metallurgical industry,

Merchant coke furnaces having con- 
tracts for the current quarter have de- 
layed the negotiation of second-quarter 
contracts, and the operators consider 
themselves in control. A month ago it 
would have been rash to attempt to 
guess where the coke mafket would 
turn, whether at $7, $6 or even $5, but 
now the operators stand firm for $7, 
and some have even quoted $7.25 on 
second quarter. Inquiry has suddenly 
arisen from various quarters. 


The Market for Rails. 


Manufacturers of Nght rails from 
billets are quoting 2.15c, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that steel products are 
steadily advancing. The old figure is 
retained because the demand is not suf- 
ficiently large to justify an advance. 
‘On certain ingtirles, however, 2.25c is 
being quoted. Track accessory orders 
are not particuarly heavy, although 
specifications on contracts are. Current 
inquiries do not involve large amounts, 
only piecemeal quantities for filling-in 
purposes being noted, such as 1,000 kegs 
of spikes, 10,000 to 25,000 tie plates, 25 
to 30 tons of track bolts, &c. Standard 
spikes still are quoted at 2.900 and small 
spikes at 8.500, Tie plates cannot be 
quoted at less than 2.600, or $52 a ton, 
while up to $56 a ton is noted, depend- 
ing upon the quantity involved, as well 
as the die block specificationa Quota- 
tions on track bolts likewise register a 
wide range, 3.85c to 4.50c being noted, 
depending upon quantity. 








The Chairman of Lloyds Bank re; 
ported to the shareholders’ ann 
meeting at London that, having col- 
lected reports on the main indystries of 
Great Britain, he could say that “ al- 
most, without exception, they tell the 
same tale of depression and trouble.”
